4 March With the H.W. Mounted Police 
Through the Crow's Nest Pass. 
(By our own Correspondent } 

“D" Troop N.W. M. P. under the coms 
mand cf Major Steele, which went into thy 
mountains over @ year ayo to quell a die- 
turbance among the Kootenay Indians, 
have now returned to Fort Macleo’. N.W. 
T., from whence they came. ‘Thi. rpedi+ 
tion was the first of ite kind tha! «us ever 
penetrated into the Rockies und « short 
acount of their trip through the Crow’ 
Nest Pass, whee returning te the Territor- 
ies may porribly be interesting. 

The day for pulling out frem the camp 
on Wild Horse Creek was fixed for the 7th, 
and on the 6th the camp was made lively 
by the arrival of Mr. Robt. Gallvairer with 
his two pack trains, which toge!her with 
the police pack train were to form the 
transport for the troop through the moun- 
tains. The packers were buey all that day 
making up the packs and proportioning 
them to the different animals, and on the 
following morning at 3. o'clock A.M. re- 
veille sounded, tent« were struck and con- 
verted into packs, boot and saddle sound 
ed, and the march beyan. Owing to the 
pack trains, and the rocky characterof the 
trail, the days march wus all donein the 
morning. Reveille ut 4A. M., just as the 
first streak of dawn appeard, and then 
travel during the cool ot the morning; as 
when the sun once got up over the moun- 
tains, the heat was intense. The first 
day's camp was at Fish Lakes, and on the 
second day Bull river was crossed, This 
for wrandeur of scencry is very hard to 
beat, the river dashing and waving bet- 
ween solid slabs of rock, and making in 
ene place a natural bridge, by the piling 
up of the jogs and trees blown into the 
river higher up. innuediately below this 
it forme itself inte a waterfall, one nue 
of white foam, whose roar on be heard at 
an enormous distance, The sun waa very 
strong, and men and beasts were glad 
when camped on the banks of the Kootenay 
river for the night. The following day 
the camp was at Sand Creek, when at 
least halt the troop hurried out to fish, 
and some splendid strings of salmon trout 
were caught. The deer tracks at this place 
were very plentiful, pathways having been 
worn through the dense brush by them 
when going to water, and tracks only « 
few hours o!d, were seen in all directions, 
The following morning, on rising in the 
dark, as reveille rong out at 4 A. M., 
everythiny was found uncomfortably wet, 
saddles, liorses ete., it having rained dur- 
ing the night, and although it had now 
stopped, the wet trees and brush were 
sufficient to vet x man through, and as it 
is cold in the early morning, it 14 any- 
thing but a pleasant sensation, The camp 
was une mile from the river, and before 
arriving there the dampness of the morn- 
ing had changed to intense heat, eo that 
every one was glud to seek the shade and 
lay down forthe rest of theday. I'he next 
morning, the Elk river was crossed, which 
forms another etriking peice of scenery. 
the river rushing over slabs of rocks, in 
places like so many enormeus stairs, at the 
bottom of acancn. whose sides are as 
straight va awall, A very steep ascent up 
the mountain ade with windings and 
twistingse like « oorkacrew, brings you to 
the bench above, wiiere you travel paralle) 
with the Elk river until you enter the 
Crow's Nest pass. ‘Ihe trees here change, 
The principle ones thus far have been 
pine al tamarac; they vow give place to 
the ceviar, and the trail leads through the 
dense furest that covers the benches at the 
foot of the mountains, and some of the 
most beautiful scenery imaginable is here 


to be seen. ‘The camp for the night waa in 
aclearing formed by a windfall. the trees 


of which bad been burned ina forest fire 
and then blown down, forming a network 
of the trunks, very troul:iesome to locomo- 
tion. One of the troop horses got bogged 
at this place, and had to be hauled out 
with ropes. The fishing here was also 
very good, many splendid strings of trout 
being caught, The following day the pass 
was entered, the trail still leading through 
the dense forest which clothes the foot of 
the mountains, and the trail leading over 
some very rocky and precipitioua places. 
The wild fruit and flowers at thie point 
are simply marvelous, giving the place 
almost. the appearance of a large garden, 
and the pleasure of riding through such 
lovely scenery was unmarred by the usual 
presence of the voracious mosquito, owing 
mo doubt to the coldness of the nights. and 
fntense heat of the days when the sun ap- 
pease above the mouctains, Thie absence 
of mosquitoes and flies, together with that 
ef that of dust, need scarcely rerrark was 
an appreciated pleasure. The following 
day the summit was passed, the trail still 
in many places being very rocky and steep- 
Oso of the mules belonging to Mr, Gallvair 
@'s pack train, fell down 2 precipice and 
was killed. The camp for the night was 
at Martin's creek, aud here a thunderstorm 
overtook us, the first rain experienced ef 
any account, since the start. During the 
mext day's march the troop had to cross a 
ewinging bridge over creek, only one 
manand horse being able to go over at 
ence, but before half the troop were over 
the bridge collapsed, precipitating the 


lucklesa wight who happened to be croee- 
ing at the time, into the creek below, the 
horse geiting tangled in the relics of the 
bridge, bat luckily without any serious 
Jamage. The reat of the troop and the pack 
trains bad to ford it, when another man 
and horse got mired in the epongy soil a 
little lower down. The camp was on the 
banke of the Old Man's Lake, at the north- 
weat end of the pass. The troop were now 
virtually out of the mountains, although 
they still surrounded it on avery side, and 
afterafew hours riding arrived at the 
camp of the ‘tH troop men sent from fort 
MacLeod with waggons to tuke the place 
of the pack trains. 1t waa splendid sight 
to ace the long string of nearly one hundred 
mounted men, and over a hundred pack 
animals issuing in single file from the 
mouth of the pass, and draw upin the open 
grount which stretches from the foot ot 
the mounteins to the ranchioy country uf 
the MacLeod district. The packs from 
Mr. Gallvairer's trains were transterred to 
the waggons, a couple of hours reat taken, 
and after farewells on either side, when 
Mr. Gallvairer on behalf of the settlers in 
the Kootenay district, thanked the officers 
and men of the troop forthe manner in 
which they had performed their duties 
while umong them, and expressed the sor- 
row of the people in general on account of 
loosing so many friends by the withdrawal 
of a troop, which both white and red map 
had learned to respect, the camp was once 
more broken up, Mr. Gallvairer and his 
now empty pack trains to return from 
whence he came, and the troop to proceed 
on their journey and camp for the night at 
the Urow's Nest detachment, one of the 
outlying patrols of the MacLeod district, 
This is the first building struck eince leav- 
ing Kootenay, but during the next day's 
march several ranches appeared in ihe dis- 
tance, and in the evening Pincher creek 
settlement was reached, and we felt ours 
selves once more is civilization, 


The troop arrived in MacLeod the next 
evening, and went into camp on the banks 


of Old Man’s river, immediately below 
fort MacLeod, and proceeded to take a 
little well earned rest after their eleven 
days march, since leaving Wild Horse 
creek in British Columbia. And thus 
ended # very pleasant and successful trip, 
the first of its kind performed by this 
route.

ing, Canada is asserting itself to a wonder- 
tul .xtent, Her enterprise has been un- 
rivalled, and her lands, her flocks; ber 
herds and her studs haye grandly respond- 
ed. Cunada, ateo, isa great market for 
the pure-br.d stock interests here, It is 
in order to inform ourselves as to the pre- 
sent state of Canadian agriculture, and to 
help to enlarge the trade of our country's 
pure-bred stock, that we are sending this 
special commissioner to Canada, and the 
re ult cannot fail to be of interest and 
value, F om week tu week he will describe 
‘n these columns what he will see in our 
nearest colony, It will be a story of suc- 
cessful enterprise, we have no doubt, and 
one in which the keen brains of a new 
country may well be compared with the 
still keen brains of the old country,"" The 
third member of the party is Mr. Alex. 
Macdonald, the special correspondent of 
the Mark Lane Express, who intends to 
report upon the great autumn fairs of 
Canada and the United States, and upos 
the condition of the pedigree herds, flocks 
and studs of the North American contin- 
ent. The visit of these gentlemen to the 
Dominion is of iteelf a happy sign of Can- 
ada’s growing intimacy with the Mother 
Land in matters pertaining to agriculture 
anc settlement; and ve feel sure that their 
reports, appearing as they will do from 
week to week in some of the leading agri- 
cultural and other journals here, after- 


warde being published in permanent form, 
must atill further increase the mutually 
ad vantageons trade and social relations of 
the two communities.—Canadian (Jazette.
